The Council yesterday boosted 
to 100 divisions its program of 
1954 strength. Earlier it had set 
a.goal of 70 combat divisions at 
the end of the next three years. 

Sources reporting this new goal 
were vague about the details of 
how many men would come from 
which nation. But they did say 


that the new goals include re- 5 


serves capable of being mobilized 
and equipped within a month if 


needed. They added that the fig- 
ure does not include troops from 
Greece and Turkey, who probably 
soon will be approved as full 
partners in the alliance. 

Turkey could provide perhaps 
half of its 16 divisions; the Greeks 
two or three divisions. 

The 100-division goal also will 
be subject to change at the Feb- 
ruary meeting, the sources said, 
after W. Averell Harriman, head 
of the United States Mutual Se- 
curity Agency, and his economic 
surveyors from the other 11 Al- 
lied countries compute how much 
armament the strained economies 
of Europe can provide. 

Decisions stemming from the 
Harriman committee’s report are 
expected to accelerate the defense 
program. 

Few Decisions Made. 

Few concrete decisions emerged 

from the five-day Rome meetings. 


Despite the disappointing re- 


sults of the conference, the for- e 


eign ministers still were hopeful 
of creating within NATO a Eu- 
ropean army consisting of 43 di- 
visions of continental scidiers. 

The session—attendec by for- 
eign, defense and finance minis- 
ters, with about 1500 advisers — 
agreed on swift establishment of 
a new British-led command for 
the English channel and southern 
North Sea. It will function under 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's su- 
preme headquarters. 

It also approved a watered- 
down resolution indorsing the Eu- 


mark and Portugal—four Euro- 
pean members which have not 
agreed to join the European army 
went along. 

The council failed to reach any 
agreement—primarily because of 
Britain—on the North Atlantic

Says U.S. Saved Using 
Casket It Developed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Frank M. McHale, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from Indi- 
ana, is trying to get a $1,257,500 
award from the Government for 
a firm which claims it developed 
a new type of coffin used for the 
reburial of American World War 
II soldiers killed overseas, 

The firm, the Alliance Seamless 
Casket Co., Alliance, O., in a pe- 
tition filed by McHale in the 
Court of Claims, concedes that it 
holds no patent for the coffin and 
never received a government con- 


used in the reburial program. 

Makes Claim on Saving. 
The company claims the $1,257,- 
500 award, however as a 10 per 
cent fee of $12,575,000 it esti- 


mates the Government saved by 
using the type of coffin the firm 
developed for reburial of war 
dead. The petition filed by Me- 
Hale estimates the Government 
used 262,000 of the coffins pro- 
duced by other manufacturers and 
claims that the Government saved 
$48 on each such casket. 
McHale, in his petition, de- 
clares that the Government owes 
the company this money as just 
compensation for an “implied con- 
tract” made by the Army when it 
adopted specifications for coffins 
like that developed by the firm. 

U.S. Denies Any Contract. 
The Department of Justice, in 
a reply to the petition, declares 
that no one in the Army promised 
to pay the Alliance Seamless Cas- 
ket Co. any compensation and 
that “any deal or a contract ap- 
peared to exist only in the minds 
of the plaintiff.” 

McHale, who is also seeking a 
$93,500 fee for himself in another 
case pending ein the Court. of 
Claims, appears in this case only 
as counsel for the casket company. 
The docket of the case on file in 
the court makes no mention of 
any fee for McHale> It was re- 
ported today, however, that Mc- 
Hale had recently called on offi- 
cials of the Department of Justice 
in an effort to work out some set- 
tlement of the casket company’s 
claim. 
‘Firm Demonstrated Coffin.’ 
McHale alleges in the petition 
that officials of the casket com- 
pany demonstrated the airtight, 
watertight coffin to officials of 
the Army Quartermaster Corps, 
who later adopted specifications 
based on this coffin. 

The: petition further claims 
that the Quartermaster Corps 
then awarded contracts Aug. l, 
1946, to a group of other casket 
manufacturers for coffins made 
to these specifications. 

The petition and the Govern- 
ment’s answer fail to indicate 
why the Alliance Seamless Casket 
Co. failed to get a contract or 
whether the contracts were award- 
ed to other firms through com- 
petitive bidding. 

McHale filed the petition April 
10, 1950, on behalf of three part- 
ners in the firm—J. Ernest Nuss 
of Lakewood, O.; Ernest H. Tur- 
kle of Alliance, and Clyde C. 
Church of Cleveland Heights.

G. O. P. Nominee Comes 

as Surprise. 

MILWAUKEE, Nov Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stassen proposes that 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
join him in a coalition to draft 
Gen, Eisenhower for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination. 

I we Republicans could agree 
on Eisenhower as the 1952 Re- 
publican nominee, we could for- 
get the primary elections and get 
to work on the platform,” Stassen 
said last night at a press confer- 
ence. 

(Told of the Stassen proposal 
att Durham, N.C., Senator Taft 
said only “I have no comment at 
all.” He told reporters that he 
usually doesn’t comment on state- 
ments by other candidates or po- 
tential candidates.) 

The former Minnesota Gover- 
nor, now president of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, was here for 
a series of political conferences 
and a dinner speech. At the be- 
ginning of the conference, he said 
he was not ready to discuss his 
own political plans. Then the 
“draft Eisenhower proposal came 
out, in this way: 

Stassen was asked if he would 
file as a Republican presidential 
candidate again in the Wisconsin 
primary. He answered that he 
would announce his plans on the 
basis of waiting for the last pos- 
Sible time to make a decision. 
Then he was asked whether he 
had considered using his political 
strength to further Eisenhower's. | 
candidacy. 

“I would be pleased to join | 
Senator Taft in a unanimous draft | 
of Eisenhower,” Stassen said. 

There was a surprised hush, 
then a reporter asked if anyone 
had suggested seriously that such 
a coalition is possible. 

“I am suggesting it here,” Stas- 
sen replied. He added that he 
had mentioned the proposal sev- 
eral weeks ago to Thomas E. Cole- 
man, Wisconsin Republican lead- 
er who is one of Taft’s advisers, 
but that he had no plans for offer- 
ing the suggestion directly to 
Taft. The Ohio Senator and Gov. 
Earl Warren of California are the 
only avowed candidates for the 
Republican nomination at this 
time. 

However, Stassen said, such a 
joining of forces in support of 
Eisenhower is the only form of 
coalition he would consider. He 
said he would not be party to one 
formed in opposition to Taft, and 
he repeated that he would not 
support the Ohio Senator.

| 34 cents hourly for yard employes 
and 19% cents for road employes. 

He said the carriers and the 
firemen’s union disagree, how- 
ever, on how much more the 
hourly rates of yard employes 
should be increased when the 
40-hour week becomes effective. 
He said the carriers have offered 
an additional 4 cents hourly, but 
the unions want 9% cents. 

Neitzert said the union also is 
balking at certain changes in 
working rules sought by the car- 
riers, which he described as 
necessary to effectuate a 40-hour 
week” and to eliminate “prac- 
tices which interfere with effici- 
ent operation.” 

Under the Railway Labor Act, 
workers must stay on their jobs 
at least 30 days during emer- 
gency board action, and 30 days 
after a report goe. to the White 
House.

Defeat Amendment for ‘Engineer’ Job Like 
One Bill Seeks to Abolish — Measure 
Sent for Perfection.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28— 
The St. Louis public school unit 
control bill, which had been 
stalled in the Senate since early 
this year, was tentatively ap- 
proved by the body yesterday. 
The vote on perfection of the 
measure was 18 to 0. 

Senator David A. Hess, 
Louis Democrat and sponsor of 
the bill, called it up for perfec- 
tion unexpectedly. The Senate 
voted its tentative approval after 
defeating an amendment proposed 
by Hess to authorize appointment 
by the Board of Education of an 
“engineer” whose duties would be 
identical with those of the pres- 
ent building commissioner, the 
office which the bill sought to 


abolish. 


Another amendment proposed 
by Hess, which was voted down, 
would have incorporated provi- 
sions of the present law govern- 
ing teachers’ tenure in their posi- 
tions into the proposed new law. 
Hess said both amendments had 
been submitted to him by Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the St. 
Louis Board of Education. 

(In St. Louis, Ehrhardt told the 
Post-Dispatch it was an outright 
falsehood to say he submitted the 
amendment to establish an “en- 
gineer.” Such an amendment 
would be completely contrary to 
the purpose of the bill, he said, 
recalling that he recently told 
Hess of his opposition to such a 
proposal. Ehrhardt agreed that 
he had submitted the teacher 
tenure amendment at the request 
of teacher groups in the St. Louis 
schools.) 

The amendment to create the 
position of “engineer” was em- 
bodied in one to give authority to

proval to a line which will be the boundary 

between the U.N. and Communist forces if an 
» armistice comes within the next 30 days. 

This is not the only hurdle, but it is one which 
had to be cleared first, For weeks the aggres- 
sors insisted on going back to. the thirty-eighth 
U.N. forces who have fought their way to a mili- 
tarily defensible line in the Korean waist north 
of Heartbreak Ridge, Punchbowl Valley and “‘Lit- 
tle Gibraltar.“ 8 

Vice Adm, Joy and the other U.N. conferees 
were wholly right in insisting on a line with 
established reality to describe the 214 mile wide 
buffer zone rather than a mythical straight line 
which crossed mountains and other terrain with 
no regard for natural features. The reasonable- 
ness of their position was demonstrated when 
the Communists, who are not long on reason- 
ableness, accepted it after the usual stalling. 

Now comes the matter of further conditions. 
The U.N. representatives call for joint Allied- 
Communist inspection teams with “free access 

to all parts of Korea.” They also insist: on pro- 
vision against military buildups in Korea by 
either side. 

It has always been the position of the U.N. 
Command—accepted by the Communists—that 
agreement would have to be reached on super- 
vision of the truce, on prisoners; and on recom- 
mendations to the governments, before a truce 
could come into effect. Yet the establishment 
of a defensible cease-fire line is by far the most 
important condition, and that has been met. 
The U.N. Command should avoid being so rigid 
on the other questions as to jeopardize achieve- 
ment of a cease-fire within a reasonable time. 

The intent of the new U.N. proposals can be 
approved without indorsing them as conditions 
to the cease-fire. The purpose obviously is to 
open up all of Korea to the outside world and to 
prevent concentration of forces which might 
easily be touched off into another aggression. 

But should these conditions stand in the way 
of achieving a cease-fire order within a short 
while? That is a question about which the Amer- 
ican people, along with diplomatic and military 
leaders in Washington and Tokyo, should be 
doing some hard thinking. 

The U.N. did not have free- access to the 
whole of Korea before the aggressors moved 
over the parallel 17 months ago. They had no 
agreement with the Communists against military 
concentrations. 

If the Communist negotiators will accept 
these conditions as a manifestation of good 
faith and equal dealing, so much the better. If 
they do not then the U.N. representatives will 
be faced with a choice between insisting on 
these two major conditions and deciding they 
are not as important as the issuance of a cease- 
fire order and a halt to hostilities. 

Were there no further conditions and the date 
were already set for an armistice, the Com- 
munists would have suffered a great defeat in 
the world. The sooner that defeat can be made 
an established reality the better. 

Let there be not so much as the merest sug- 
gestion of unnecessary delay on our side. Let 
peace come as soon as possible in Korea where 
another winter is already taking over. 
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Duty Both Ways 

An old injustice to the St. Louis police will be 
ended by a bill approved by the State Senate. 
This measure would allow pension benefits equal 
to a patrolman’s salary to be paid to any officer 
permanently disabled in the line of duty. 

The bill grew out of the case of Officer A. J. 
Nelke, who was paralyzed by a burglar’s bullet. 
Coroner Patrick E. Taylor led a committee to 
aid Nelke through à subscription campaign. 
Then, realizing that such policemen should not 
be dependent on public generosity, the Taylor 
group worked for the current bill. It has passed 
the House and is on the way to becoming law. 

Officers who protect society merit protection 
themselves when injured in their duty, and St. 
Louis may thank Coroner Taylor, the Police 
Board and legislators who recognize that duty 
works both ways.

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What a Memory 

Continuing his sometimes thespian but gen- 
erally cautious testimony before a House sub- 
committee, T. Lamar Caudle had further trouble 
with his memory concerning another tax case. 

Caudle, who was ousted as Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of tax prosecutions, was twice 
the Palm Beach guest of Troy Whitehead, a 
North Carolina business man. This Caudle re- 
membered, He even remembered that Whitehead 
faced large.income tax liens, and that he later 
called an Internal Revenue Bureau officer. 

But here Caudle’s memory grew dim. He could 
only say that he may have asked” the tax offi- 
cial to remove the tax Hens against Whitehead 
(they were removed, a House investigator said, 
the very next day). And Caudle has been simi- 
larly sketchy about his interests in wholesale 
automobiles, junkets hither and yon and oil 
speculations with gamblers. — 

All this dubiety, however, only seems to em- 
phasize the places where Caudle may have 
doubts about the virtue of his conduct. If that is 
so, no wonder he also had trouble remem- 
bering his connection with the Kansas City vote 
frauds in 1946. But he might go so far as to 
admit that he “may have asked” the FBI to call 
off its inquiry when it had barely begun. 

Anyhow, the House investigators did well to 


ask him about it. The Kansas City vote fraud case 


was a high point of Caudleism, being even more 
doubtful than his memory. 
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Public Transit, Traffic and Parking 

What should not be lost sight of in discussions 
on how to improve streetcar and bus service in 
the St. Louis district is that any forward step 
in that direction can lead to improvements in 
the community’s mass transportation problem. 

And conversely any reductions in streetcar 
and bus service can only lead to further aggra- 
vation of the highway, traffic and parking prob- 
lems. For one of the fundamental strengths of 
public carriers is that they can move more peo- 
ple over crowded streets than many times their 
numbers of private motorcars. 

To put it another way: as fares rise, people 
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Among the commentators who have seen him 
as well able to carry out those duties is Gen.

He is résponsible for the training 
directives and schedules, the field manuals and 
the doctrine for proper use of all Army weapons. 
He must see that the lessons of the battlefield 
are handed down promptly and efficiently to 
G.I_s in training. ; 

Judging from the current balance sheet in 
Korea, Gen. Clark has been doing very well in 
his relatively obscure headquarters at Virginia’s 
ancient Fort Monroe, Gen. Omar Bradley or 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins may have an edge on 
filling any vacancy created by Gen. Eisenhower's 
eventual return. So, Gen, Clark may carry on 
in seeing that American youth is properly 
trained for warfare. If so, parents may rest 
assured that Gen. Clark will continue to excel in 
his highly responsible duties.

No doubt we have said a slightly harsh word 
on some unremembered occasion about the Lady 
from Virginia, Viscountess Astor. Who could 
avoid it? But we see eye to eye and stand side 
by side with Lady Astor when it comes to G. B. 

We believe that he was one of 
the great writers of this or any time since the 
blue-painted barbarians learned English, and 
we believe that his will is as crazy as a broken- 
down cookoo-clock.

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Eliminating Safe Jurisdictions 

The Missouri Senate has passed an anti-gam- 
bling bill that can be almost as beneficial to St.

Editor’s note—The Post-Dispatch recent- 
ly reprinted’ an editorial by William L. 
White of the Emporia Gazette urging Kan- 
sans to back Gen. Eisenhower for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. Another 
Kansas newspaper ‘replies: to Mr. White in 
the following editorial: 


An editorial by W. L. White sees Gen- 
eral “Ike” on his way to the White House. 
His phraseology is, “Mud Creek to the 
Elbe.” 

Mr. White’s estimate of the general isn’t 
given the words which would gild the lily, 
for Bill, a professional writer, would be 
the last to try to tell Kansas people what 
they already know about the general, and 
what the people of every other state know 
of this heroic military figure of World 
War II. :

The Western plan puts first things first as far 
as disarmament goes, but unfortunately it is 
wrong-end-to in another respect. Before a 
fruitful disarmament negotiation could begin 


there would have to be negotiation and settle- 


ment of the basic political disagreements which

Cuts Ties 
With A.-M. 


DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 28 (UP) 
—Drake University—despite urg- 
ing to reconsider today stuck by 
its decision to withdraw from the 
Missouri Valley Conference be- 
cause the Conference refused to 
take action in the slugging of 
Drake’s star halfback, Johnny 
Bright. 

“Our minds are made up,” said 
Frank N. Gardner, chairman of 
Drake’s Athletic Council. “So far 
as we are now concerned, the 


thing is closed.” 


Gardner’s. statement was in re- 
ply to Conference Commissioner 
Artie Eilers who said in St. Louis 
that he regretted Drake’s action. 

“They are the senior members 
of the conference,” Eilers said. “I 
wish they would reconsider. But 
| there isn’t much more I can Say. 

“It is my hope the rest of the 
conference will stand together.” 

But Bradley University of Pe- 


‘| Oria, III., was expected to follow 


Drake’s lead in pulling out of 
the conference. 
Committee to Decide. 

“I personally feel that Bradley 
will follow Drake’s action very 
soon,” said Bradley President 
David Blair Owen. “But the final 
decision rests with our faculty 
athletic committee.” 

Drake’s athletic council yester- 
day voted to quit the conference 
and to “sever at once all ath- 
letic relationships” with Okla- 
homa A. & M. It was Aggie 
Tackle Wilbanks Smith who broke 
the jaw of Bright Oct. 20 in a 
game at Stillwater, Okla. The 
Aggies won, 27-14. 

Drake officials charged that 
Smith struck Bright deliberately 
early in the game to force him 
out of action. The Aggies beat 
Drake and Bright was sidelined 
for the rest of the season except 
for the Great Lakes game in 
which he performed brilliantly 
although playing with a special 
brace. 

Bright, a Negro, early this sea- 
son broke the all-time ground- 
gaining record held by Charlie 
(Choo Choo) Justice of North 
Carolina. 

The Drake council said it took 
the action because of the confer- 
ence’s “refusal to investigate the 
assault . .. failure of the con- 
ference to investigate the total 
situation surrounding the game 
«+. and refusal of the conference 
to take action in any way.” 
Gardner said the reference to 
the “total situation surrounding 
the game,” stemmed from “cam- 
pus and newspaper rumors.” He 
said Drake officials protested the 
assignment of officials for the 
game as far back as August be- 
cause the officials “all came from 
one section of the conference.” 
Two came from Texas, one from 
Oklahoma and one from Kansas, 
he said. 

‘No Comment’ by Iba. 
Henry Iba, athletic director at 
A. & M. said he had “absolutely 
no comment” to make on Drake’s 
withdrawal. Aggie Coach J. B. 
Whitworth could not be reached 
for a statement. 

Owen said that any action to 
be taken by Bradley would not 
include cancellation of athletic 
relations with Oklahoma A. & M. 
„We've had the best of rela- 
tions with A. & M.,” Owen said. 
Owen added that if Bradiey 
drops out of the conference, it 
won't be because of “crusading” 
ideas. 

„We're not crusading, we're not 
protesting, but we vo with 
Drake in the Bright matter and 
we were outvoted,” he said. 
Meanwhile, Drake’s next step 
remained in doubt — although 
Gardner admitted the school 
would be happy to join another 
conference. 

“Of course, we have no plans 
at the moment for joining an- 
other conference,” he said. “But 
we certainly would be happy to 
join one. We don’t relish trying 
to participate in collegiate 
athletics without being a member 
of a conference.” 

Gardner said he expected no 
trouble in dissolving Drake s con- 
tract with the Aggies. 

We're not going to play them, 
one way or the other,” he said. 
“And I think they’re just as 
anxious not to play us as we are 
not to play them.” 

Two Basketball Games. 

The schools do not have a 
scheduled football game until 
1953.

A new method of application 
for major league status was rec- 
ommended by the major league 
executive council. The recom- 
mendation came as the council 
acted on a proposal made by the 
special committee named to study 
the Pacific Coast League's request 
for a change in classification. 

It specifies that applications can 
be made only by a group of eight 
clubs mutually agreeing to all re- 
quirements. 

This proposal must receive a 
majority vote among the big 
league owners at the major league 
convention next week for ratifica- 
tion. 

“We sincerely believe that this 
method will serve in the best in- 
terests to all concerned,” said 
Commissioner Ford Frick, spokes- 
man for the five-man executive 
council, 

“The executive council is con- 
vinced that the advancement of 
eight clubs in a group is the only 
feasable way,” Frick added. “A 
10-club league is too impractical 
as it would leave two clubs. idle 
most of the time; and a 12-club 
league is too unwieldly. 

“For years certain territories 
have been clamoring for major 
league status. Now is their chance 
to follow up their words with 
action. You can’t become a major 
league simply by saying you are. 
If these territories: are sincere, 
and can meet the specifications, 
there will be nothing to stop their 
progress.“ 

The council listed the qualifi- 
cations as follows:

Rabbit ELunting after a heavy 
snowfall is usually done without 
the aid of dogs. Old “Mr. Three 
Tracks” will leave his triangular 
tell-tale prints in the snow and 
it is an easy matter to trace them 
to a hollow log, a brush pile or a 
clump of grass where he is resting 
and flush him. He will take off 
in a zig-zag run with his white 
blob of a tail bobbing up and 
down, furnishing an excellent tar- 
get for the hunter. When there 
is a heavy snowfall, rabbits are 
needlessly slaughtered by some 
game hogs and market hunters. 

Missouri has no bag limit on 
rabbits and the season is open 
nine months of the year.

More than 2,000,000 
appear annually in the hunters’ 
game bags and nearly 2,000,000 
more are sold dead and alive 
each year, netting an income of

Hunting rabbits is not for the 
rural youths alone. Many urban 
hunters prefer it to any other 
sport. Some maintain a pack of 
beagles the year around that they 
may enjoy the thrill of rabbit 
hunting to its fullest extent. Quail 
and squirrel are not commercial- 
ized and sold cn the open market, 
nor are they live-trapped and 
shipped out of the state so that 
hunters, trappers and dealers can 
profit a million or more dollars 
by stripping the state of these 
wildlife resources.

ROME, Nov. 28 (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States, Britain and France are 
planning new and what they hope 
might prove decisive action to 
complete the long-delayed treaty 
of independence for occupied Aus- 
tria.
